We agree with that section of the press which 
applauds Mr. Doherty’s expenditure of millions 
on that occasion. It was his contribution to en- 
tertainment—a contribution he could well afford 
—and by that entertainment he put into circula- 
tion money that otherwise would not have been 
expended for employment. We read that while 
the expensive Doherty entertainment was in 
progress, the hotel management was feeding 100 
unemployed in a garage across the way from the 
rooms in which the guests danced. The Doherty 
dance was a reason why it was possible for the 
hotel management to feed the unemployed. The 
Star (Indianapolis) well says: “The Norris brand 
of reasoning carried to a logical conclusion would 
call for the closing of movies and other places 
of entertainment ” and “there never would 
be permanent relief and an end to breadlines.” 
This brings to mind something we heard out 
of the mouth of a workman about the time of 
the completion of Joseph E. Widener’s elegant 
and costly training quarters on Elmendorf Farm 
—the stables now housing the string of racers 
to be prepared by Henry McDaniel. One of a 
group of visitors having a look about the prem- 
ises gave expression to his thought that “such 
extravagance is sinful.”” The workman, charged 


with the fitting of brassware, assuming an erect ° 


posture, said: “If you will pardon me, I shall 
Suggest that Mr. Widener’s expenditure here 
could better be called beneficence. In thus adorn- 
ing a necessary thing he has made more at- 
tractive his naturally beautiful farm, and, more 
than all else, he has given employment to many 
workers, such as myself. We who have labored 
here in building this splendid structure would 
call Mr. Widener’s expenditures blessed, and we 
thank the Maker of us all for his being, and pray 
that our nation may know many others of his 
kindly, generous ways.” 

In this connection let us leave the thought 


thousands of persons who are the direct bene- 
ficiaries of the fondness of other thousands for 
a sport that brings thrills and entertainment 
such as is not otherwise to be found, and may 
we be pardoned if we suggest that it is reason- 
ing such as expounded by Senator Norris that 
abated racing at Omaha’s famous Ak-Sar-Ben 
Field. 


A WARNING. 

N England from time to time there is com- 

ment anent the departure of breeders in the 
direction of speed, of which the following from 
the pen of “Pegasus,” in The News of The World 
(London), is a mild sample: 

“There is, I am afraid, a tendency in this 
country to breed for speed and speed alone, and 
it would not be wise to ignore the fact that 
French breeders are beginning to reap the re- 
yard for their persistent efforts to breed stay- 
ing horses.” 

Breeding for speed has been the vogue in 
America for a long time, and it is going to be 
exceedingly difficult to turn the other way 
about, since there are so few races for stayers 
and so little ability apparent among the trainers 
to prepare horses for the longer races, but sev- 
eral of our wiser and braver breeders are look- 
ing to the introduction of more staying blood 
into the produce at their establishments. 


CURTAILMENT. 

NSWERS to THE BLOOD-HORSE questionnaire 

on the subject of breeding curtailment and 
action for elimination of the least desirable 
horses from racing and breding have not all 
been in the affirmative or the negative to each 
of the three questions. Some have answered all. 
Some have answered two and some have answer- 
ed one, while others have replied, expressing 
their views, without making answer directly to 
either question. On the whole, however, the re- 
sponses have served to bring out the fact that a 
majority of those answering question No. 1 are 
not in favor of keeping one-half of their mares 
open; that the sentiment for and against earlier 
closing of the breeding season is about equally 
divided, and that it is about 3 to 1 in favor of 
having a meeting of breeders to create a fund

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for the elimination of undesirable horses. The

Answers of breeders, additional to those pub- 
lished last week, are given below: 


WILLARD MACK, author, playright and pro- 
ducer, and manager of the Bill Bee Breeding 
Farm and Racing Stable, Mansfield Center, 
Conn., writes: 

In answering your queries (enclosed card) I 
feel that simply “Yes” and “No” are a bit too 
abrupt to truly reply to your questions. 

First off, I am much too new to the breeding 
game to hold an opinion which would have much 
value, as this is only our fourth year and the 
second year with our own stallions. 

We have a lot of untried mares that must have 
a chance, so I could not agree, this year, to cut 
the breeding list in half—but I have a law, laid 
down to me by my old father (who bred trotters 
and pacers), and that is that if a mare has pro- 
duced three healthy foals and they can’t run, 
that mare is automatically off our list forever— 
the pedigree destroyed and her career ended. 
This rule I shall abide by as long as I am in the 
game—and the above almost answers the second 
query concerning the closing of the breeding 
season May 15. I couldn’t do that for at least 
a year yet as the force of circumstances com- 
Ppelled me to breed late last year—and with foals 
arriving behind time this coming spring, I natur- 
ally wish to breed back. 

I am decidedly in favor of some sort of com- 


mission which will function for the good of , 


breeding in whatever manner it is finally de- 
cided. But with all this, Mr. Cromwell, I do not 
believe that we can relieve the present conges- 
tion of bad horses going to post each day alli 
over the United States, Mexico and Canada. And 
T’ll tell you why—there will always remain a 
certain percentage of “farmer breeders,” who use 
the U. S. Remount stallions for their mares— 
and some of these mares are devilish well bred. 
Those men will not compete with the Hancocks, 
Sinclairs, Whitneys, Wideners and others. They 
can’t. So whilst those men go on and curtail 
their activities the crop of poor horses will con- 
tinue to show up in the hopes of getting another 
Black Gold. And for this ambition I can’t blame 
any man, as the U. S. Remount now contains a 
list of stallions, which, after all, have sired better 


horses than some of our stallions standing for 
five hundred right now. And what can we say 
to the men who own these untried stallions? I 
am one of them, with Edisto and *Rolls Royce. 
I will, naturally, give them a chance—and so 
will the other man with the same class of horse. 
No, fellowbreeders, we can't do it all. We shall 
continue, no matter what our position may be in 
the breeding industry, each and every year to 
breed a lot of duds and we sell them in all 
honesty and fairness, believing in them. 

So the final analysis finds us back “at the 
track.” And I maintain that is where the real 
elimination must begin. You will laugh and say, 
“We have tried that for years,” but I am telling 
you we never tried it as it could be done. Sup- 
pose upon every legitimate race track in this 
country we held one race a week in which own- 
ers, trainers and all concerned were to start 
their horses with the full understanding that the 
first three horses were the only three of the 
field which would be recognized again as an en- 
try at that meeting—and that those first three 
must start their next out at a claiming price of 
not less than two thousand dollars. The horses 
eliminated in this race are to be paid for by the 
Breeders’ Association, and destroyed. And the 
purse for this race is not to be divided amongst 
the first three—but is to be used as part of the 
recompense money to the owners of the horses 
which fail to qualify. The owners of the winners 
of such races should be satisfied with the knowl- 
edge that they have horses allowed to compete 
further. Now we shall say there is a mare of 
exceptional breeding amongst the horses which 
have failed—she is not to be destroyed—but 
given over to whatever owner has a stallion 
which provides the best cross for her—and her 
first three foals to be sold at auction and the 
money turned over to the Breeders’ Fund, to be 
used for the furtherance of the entire project. 

But, after all this is written, is it not a fact 
that there are more horses running physically 
unfit to carry a saddle than “bum” maidens 
which can’t run at all? I have looked the fields 
over very carefully the past year and (loving a 
horse as I do) I have seen then going to post 
when I could not look at them run. So, instead 
of spending a whole lot of money in the curtail- 
ment of our breeding activities, could we not 
appoint a veterinary board of three honest men 
(upon each track) who won't wait until horses 
are ready to go to post before declaring them 
out, but who will examine them, watch them and 
study them from the time of their arrival until 
their entry—and those three men, I am positive, 
acting honestly and fearlessly could do more to 
eliminate pcor, helpless, crippled horses that 
cannot and should not race than any means I 
can think of. And the salaries of those men 
could be paid by the breeders and be well within 
the money we shall have to set aside any other 
way. I know you can shoot this theory full of 
holes—and no doubt you will—but at the same 
time I stand pat. We must eliminate poor horses 
at the track—not the breeding farms—because it 
is only after we see them race that we know they 
are poor. 

BROWNELL COMBS, Belair Farm, Lexing- 
ton, one of the most successful of the younger 
group of breeders and owners, replies as fol- 
lows: (1) A breeder with a small band of 
select mares cannot afford to allow half of them 
to go unbred as probably one-third of those bred 
will be barren leaving him one foal for every 
three mares. Counting half of these as fillies, 
which usually just about bring the stud fee, 
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would leave him one colt for every six mares he 
owns, which would soon put him out of business. 
(2) Closing the breeding season May 15 would 
be all right if there were not so many stallions 
standing “no return.” As it is, that extra month 
often saves the man who breeds to “no return” 
stallions from complete loss. (3) As to creating 
a fund to buy up undesirable Thoroughbreds, I 
do not think it feasible to raise the amount of 
money it would take to make any real impres- 
sion, and you would be merely helping to make 
a market for the man who persists in breeding 
the kind for which there is no demand. We have 
been giving our “undesirables” to the By- 
Products Company, where they are destroyed. 
Why shouldn't all breeders do that and stand 
their own loss, instead of expecting others to 
raise a fund to buy them? 


J. B. McGINN, a veteran of the Turf as train- 
er, owner, breeder, whose headquarters are at 
Gallatin, Tenn., sends his answers from San 
Ysidro, California, as follows: (1) What would 
be the use of saying yes. I have been 48 years 
in the horse game, all over the American conti- 
nent, and never yet have I seen horsemen stick 
together. (2) Absolutely; April 30 is late 
enough. Any horseman having a late foal now 
is out of luck. (3) You know you and I tried 
to get them together at Colonel Bradley’s race 
meeting in 1929 to do this, and had no luck. 
Since that time 500 head could have been pur- 
chased; pedigrees destroyed; resold in other 
parts of the United States (according to the 
right time in different parts), and not $5,000 
lost. 

J. O. KEENE, master of Keeneland Stud, Lex- 
ington, now at Miami, Florida, answers: (1) 
Yes; if all the private and public breeders would 
agree to do likewise. (2) No; think best that 
no mare be bred before March 1, and not later 
than June 15. (3) Yes; the no good weanling 
filly, tried yearling filly, the 2-year-olds that 
race badly, whose pedigrees and conformation 
are not first class for breeding, should be put 
out of the Stud Book. 

WILLIAM BELL WATKINS, owner of Anne- 
field Stud, Berryville, Va., answers: (1) Yes. 
(2) Yes; also starting later. (3) Yes; if left to 
individual breeder whether he wishes to dispose 
of mares or keep them. Racing men should 
eliminate their own. 


DANIEL B. MIDKIFF, breeder and business 
man, Lexington, says: (1) Yes, I am for cur- 
tailing of production. (2) Yes. (3) Yes. 

ARNOLD HANGER, owner of Arlington Farm, 
Richmond, Ky., and part owner of the Warm 
Stable, answers “Yes, absolutely,” to each of the 
questions. 

A. B. GALLAHER, owner of Gallaher Farm, 
Lexington, and of the racing firm Gallaher & 
Combs, says: (1) I suggest that all breeders 
cut out breeding one-third of their mares for a 
term of three years. He does not answer ques- 
tion two, but says yes to question three. 

W. H. HOFFMAN, JR., head of Rancho Casitas 
and of the R. C. Stable, Ventura, California, an- 
swers yes to the first two questions and to the 
third: “No; not possible to manage properly; 
certain breeders too narrow minded.” 

BUCKNER M. BROWNING, farmer and 
breeder, Nicholasville, Ky., makes no reply to the 
first two questions, but says to number three: 
“I favor this plan. It seems fairest to everyone 
concerned.” 

ROBERT L. GERRY, of New York, owner of 
Aknusti Stud, Delhi, N. Y., and prominent rac-

ing man, says no to each question but adds that 
he ‘favors closing breeding season June 1.” 

BAYLOR O. HICKMAN, master of Glenview 
Farm, Glenview, Ky., says: (1) I have done 
this by disposing of half my mares, keeping only 
the most desirable. He says no to the other two 
questions. 

CHARLES NUCKOLS, owner of Hurstland 
Stud, Midway, Ky., does not answer questions 
one and three, but says, (2) I favor this clause. 


RODMAN MEACHAM, owner of Sominco 
Farms, Hopkinsville, Ky., answers: (1) No. (2) 
Yes. (3) Yes. 


R. W. COLLINS, master of Elmhurst Farm, 
Lexington, and owner of a racing stable headed 
by Don Leon, says: (1) No. (2) Yes. (3) A 
Scully race each day at all tracks would clean 
the Turf in a season. 

ROY H. FARMER, owner of Glencrest Farm, 
Midway, Ky., answers: (1) Yes; if other breed- 
ers will co-operate. (2) Yes. This seems to me 
the most logical means of curtcilment. (3) No 
response. 

JAY D. WEIL, owner of Briar Hill Farm, Lex- 
ington, answers no to each question, so does the 
NEVADA STOCK FARM, Reno, Nevada, the 
response having been made by W. E. Zoebel, 
Secretary of the establishment, of which George 
Wingfield is the head. 

DAVID N. RUST, JR., master of Jefferson 
Park Stud, Alexandria, Va., does not answer the 
first two questions, but says yes to the third 
question. 

S. W. LABROT, owner of Holly Beach Farm, 
Annapolis, Md., answers: (1) No; production 
(2) No; every 
breeder should decide this for himself. (3) No: 
believe impossible to administer without, at least, 
war. 

RAL PARR, leading Baltimore business man 
and breeder of Thoroughbreds, says: “I think 
undoubtedly there should be a curtailment, but 
I believe that it is just as important to cut down 
inferior stallions as it is the low-class mare. I 
fully believe that, if all the stakes were open 
to geldings, owners would not keep quite as 
many colts; and, even if a gelding should win 
a big classic, it would surely show us the blood 
lines, which we could follow up, and, therefore, 
his value is not entirely lost.” 

GEORGE SLOANE, master of Whitehall 
Farm, Warrenton, Va., and owner of Chilhowee, 
says: “TIT believe that no horse should stand 
(with papers) at stud unless he has won at 
least $40,000. This should not apply to horses 
in the stud at present. I also believe that the 
papers on all mares should be torn up that have 
had three foals go to the races and have not 
produced a winner. The mare list would be 
revised yearly.” 

T. W. DURANT, New York City, breeder and 
owner, answered yes to each question, as did 
also MRS. MABEL P. SPICER, Spicer Farm, 
Madina, Ohio. 

H. S. FINNEY, stud manager for S. W. La- 
brot’s Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis, Md., ad- 
vances the following suggestion: “It has oc- 
curred to me that if you eliminate mares, only 
one foal less is produced each year, while if 
stallions are eliminated it would mean 15 or 
more foals less each year. Would it not be a 
good plan to have all stallions licensed by the 
Department of Agriculture on the basis of a 
veterinary examination for soundness? In Eng- 


land public stallions must carry the Minstry of 
Agriculture license for the current year.”

DOPE 


Editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

N the recent controversy over the administra- 

tion of stimulants to Thoroughbreds, I, in an 
unguarded moment contributed my ‘“two-cents 
worth,” whereupon “Mankato,” “Becker” and 
lately one “Observer” try to fasten upon me the 
stigma of upholding the practice. 

Possibly I should apologize to “Observer” for 
coupling his name with “Becker” and “Mankato,” 
a pair of word-smiths, perpetually hurling ana- 
themas at each other and at those who disagree 
with their worm’s-eye view of everything per- 
taining to racing and breeding. 

I am constrained to believe, however, in your 
innate fairness, and with that in mind, ask this 
opportunity to be heard in the columns of your 
valuable paper in order that I may state my 
position on the subject, once and for all. After 
this the question of stimulation of Thorough- 
breds, insofar as I am concerned, is a closed sub- 
ject. 

First, I am not and never have been in favor 
of stimulating, or stopping horses. To my mind 
the administration of drugs to speed up a horse 
is abhorrent and as unethical as the use of an 
electric battery. Any one who wilfully tries to 
distort my statements on the subject is cursed 
with a distorted mind. 

Second, it is my belief the evils resulting from 
the administration of stimulants is, and has been, 
grossly exaggerated. 

“Observer” questioned my statement that a 
sire now at one of the most prominent studs in 
this country was, during his racing career, the 


victim of constant stimulation. He bases his 
argument on the statement at the time of the 


purchase of this horse, his prospective purchaser 
was in receipt of a statement from his trainer 
that the horse in question had never been stimu- 
lated. To my mind this is gullibility carried to 
the Nth power. I would not helieve any state- 
ment from the trainer in question if he swore to 
it on a stack of Bibles. It is a matter of record 
this horse surprised everyone by the success he 
has achieved to date as a sire—-not because he 
dad been stimulated during his racing career, 
but because he came of a female line notorious 
for its failure to beget first class sires. It was 
the dictum of his breeder that no horse ever 
coming of this line would ever be a success as 
a stock horse, and it was this belief more than 
anything else that impelled his trainer to advo- 
cate his sale. 

Now for the female side. It is held in many 
quarters no mare that is a victim of constant 
stimulation can succeed as a broodmare. In re- 


buttal I offer the name of Lady Sterling, dam of 
Sir Martin, Sir Barton and St. Henry. 


If there 


ever was a “hop” mare Lady Sterling was one, 
yet, as a producer, her name ranks as high as 
any mare in the Stud Book during the current 
century. There is another mare now at stud, 
also a “hop” mare, whose first foal was horse 
enough to win two futurities and has never been 
worse than second in the two seasons he has 
raced. 

These examples must suffice. It may be, as 
“Observer” postulates, these mares would have 
achieved still greater renown as producers if 
they had never been stimulated. That the use 
of stimulants is of no advantage to a horse or a 
mare when she enters the stud, I am frank to 
confess, but it is also the fact the Stud Book 
records innumerable instances of sires and mares 
that were “hop” horses adding in the breeding 
paddock to the renown they achieved on the race 
course. 

I for one, am in accord with any method that 
can be devised to eliminate the use of stimulants. 
It is well enough to advocate this. The trouble 
lies in the inability to devise a method that will 
infallibly prove whether a horse has been stimu- 
lated. 

I'll wager there are thousands of M. D's. (not 
D. V. S’s.) that can administer stimulants to 
horses in a manner that will defy detection by 
any veterinary or any other official delegated 
by the racing associations to detect this practice. 
When it comes to the administration of stimu- 
lants veterinarians and trainers are the veriest 
tyros compared to competent medical practi- 
tioners. ROAMER. 
TRUMPING OLD ROSEBUD’S ACE. 

Editor, THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

In your issue of December 6, your correspond- 
ent, Old Rosebud, writes the following, in 
italics: 

“I doubt that anyone can name a juvenile colt 
or filly, ever to have raced in this country which 
left a record so impressive as Equipoise’s.”’ 

Did Old Rosebud ever hear of a 2-year-old 
called Man o’ War, and does he honestly think 
Equipoise could warm up the Glen Riddle cham- 
pion ? 

Now for a fillv. Did Old Rosebud ever hear of 
a sweet little daughter of Inspector B. out of 
Early Morn that old John Schorr brought East 
when Yankee, Nasturtium, Heno, Blue Girl, and 
Goldsmith were in their prime? Her name was 
Endurance by Right. 

Endurance by Right began her career with a 
victory at Memphis April 19. 1901. She won her 
next start and then finished third on her third 
appearance, at Louisville May 8 to Runnells and 
Harry Beck. She began a new sequence of vic- 
tories when she won the Clipsetta on May 18 and 
wasn't beaten again until September 4 in the 
Flatbush Stakes when she ran tHird to Nastur- 
tium and Goldsmith. This string comprised seven 
victories. She resumed her winning ways on 
September 6. carrying 126 pounds to victory, and 
finshed out the season by winning seven straight 
races. Her final appearance was at Morris Park 
October 19 when she won the Chompagne Stakes. 
In short this little filly started in 18 races, 16 
of which she won, and was third in her other 
two starts. 

And it wouldn’t surprise me if Ben Block was 
willing to argue Morvich compiled a more im- 
pressive record as a 2-year-old than Equipoise 
did. At least it was never necessary to offer an 
alibi for Morvich in his first season. He won all 
eleven of his starts in the most workmanlike 
manner. THE WANDERER OF GOWANUS. 
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THE HANDICAPPER’S ADVICE. 
SPECIAL correspondent in The Sporting 
Life (London) calls attention to the value 

of the judgment of Thomas F. Dawkins, handi- 
capper, in determining the class of 3-year-olds 
in England. Mr. Dawkins not long ago released 
the weights for his last Free Handicap. After 
the Ascot meeting of this year he will retire and 
will be succeeded by Arthur Fawcett. Mr. Daw- 
kins has been handicapper to the Jockey Club 
since 1912. Anent his rating of the 3-year-olds 
of 1931 we quote from The Sporting Life: 


Occasionally we have requests from readers 
anxious to learn of a system which will profit 
them, and an interesting communication is to 
hand from a South African subscriber. 

He asks if he could keep his interest alive in 
racing in the Old Country with a few bets on a 
simple system of staking, and which would not 
be calculated to break a modest bank. 

There seems to me to be a ready-made answer 
to such a query, and that is to back the lead- 
ing six or eight horses in the Free Handicap for 
2-year-olds for a fixed stake in every race which 
they contest as 3-year-olds. 

In most cases, the wagers will be in weight- 
for-age events, for which one would be accepting 
the tip or tips of our most skillful handicapper, 
while such crack juveniles as are exploited in 
handicaps in this second season are usually 
placed to win. 

Out of curiosity, I turned up the “book” for 
the past year’s profit and loss record of the 
leading eight 2-year-olds of 1929, as judged by 
Mr. Dawkins in his handicap, and the figures are 
as follows, calculated on the starting price re- 
turns :—

A profit of more than 60 points may not be 
maintained with regularity, but without search- 
ing the records it is my impression that the sys- 
tem would leave a balance on the right hand side 
in most years. 

I fancy that the best results would be ob- 
tained by supporting them only until the end of 
August, for in the autumn we often have 3-year- 
olds who were little heard of in the previous year 
making up leeway to considerable extent and 
upsetting earlier form. 

For the benéfit of those who fancy giving the 
idea a trial, I append Mr. Dawkins’ handicap of 
the leading juveniles of 1930:

Handicap is one of chief items of news in the 
winter months in England, though the race of 
that name does not bear an important part in 
the year’s sport. It is to be regretted that Amer- 
ica has no Free Handicap comparable to that of 
England. The eagerness with which Walter S. 
Vosburgh’s weights for the Metropolitan Handi- 


‘cap and Frank J. Bryan’s for the Dixie Handi- 


cap are awaited is an indicator of the interest 
that would attach to a handicap of the leading 
3-year-olds as made by an official of the stand- 
ing of Mr. Vosburgh or Mr. Bryan. 


On February 1 Mr. Vosburgh’s weights for the 
Metropolitan and Mr. Bryan’s handicap for the 
Dixie are due to be announced. About the same 
time THE BLOOD-HORSE will present, in the form 
of a convenient pocket-size supplement, the 
weight-ratings of horses in training, with the 
horses 3-years-old and up in one division and the 
3-year-olds in another. The ratings, compiled by 
Charles E. Mickelwait, will, we believe, prove 
their value many times before the season is over.

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LESSONS IN BREEDING FROM 1930 


By WENTWORTH. 


OR the sake of not breaking a precedent and 

also with a hope of being either helpful or 
interesting to some reader, I have analyzed some 
of the facts disclosed by THE BLOOD-HORSE sup- 
plement giving the pedigrees of stakes winners 
of 1930. 

To me the science of breeding is the most in- 
teresting phase of the horse industry. Most of 
the facts and technique necessary and incident 
to the management and training of Thorough- 
breds can be ascertained and mastered more or 
less thoroughly, without great difficulty or dif- 
ference of authoritative opinion. Not so, how- 
ever, is it in the matter of breeding; a subject 
whose very elusiveness and intricacy is its chief 
charm. One usually discovers as many different 
theories of breeding as he meets breeders, if they 
have any thoughts on the subject at all. I read 
a statement of a noted psychologist the other 
day who said, “We are a nation of believers, be- 
cause it is so much easier to believe than to 
think.” It is a fact to be deplored that many 
of our breeders admit a total lack of even a 
working knowledge of the successful blending 
of Thoroughbred strains. This is perhaps a 
hang-over from the early days when all that was 
known by the rank and file about this or that 
Thoroughbred was that it was imported, or by 
this or that imported horse. 

Regardless of what your pet theory of breed- 
ing is, if it is not consistently successful on the 
race course, it had better be discarded for one 
that is working. 

In any line of endeavor it is well to have as 
much percentage working on your side as pos- 
sible. Those bucking “Old Man Percentage” 
generally come off second best or worse. 

Now several years back it was discovered that 
“Old Man Percentage” was very “sweet” on the 
three great American lines established re- 
spectively by *Eclipse, through Alarm, Himyar, 
Domino, etc.; *Bonnie Scotland, through Bram- 
ble, Ben Brush, etc.; and *Australian, through 
Spendthrift, Hastings, etc. Here are some of the 
things that the pedigree tables of the Supple- 
ment disclose about the said “collusion.”

151 (65.3°7) carried one or more of all three American 
lines. 

54 (23.3°7) carried Hanover blood. 

39 (16 8°7) carried no American blood. 

192 (83.2) carried American blood. 

16 (6.99%) were imported (7 of these steeplechasers). 

5 (2.1%) were imported flat racers. 

When three lines sire 45.4 per cent of all the 
stakes winners in America, it doesn’t take a 
politician to see which direction the wind is 
blowing. And if you want the very best odds 
“Old Man Percentage” will buy, you will dis- 
cover that fact that two of these lines (Domino 
and Ben Brush) sired 31.1 per cent of all the 
stakes winners of 1930 and that 59.7 per cent 
of the stakes horses carried the blood of either 
or both these lines in their veins. 
In order that the casual and perhaps doubt- 


ing reader may learn that this is not an unusual 
condition, created by “the great drought,” I ap- 
pend a table covering the past three years, which 
plainly shows 1930 to be typical, so far as the 
percentages quoted are concerned.

It will be noted that the lines of Matchem did 
not hold their gains of 1929 in 1930, but that the 
lines of Herod have more than doubled their suc- 
cesses of two years ago. In actual number the 
Herods are so small as to be nearly negligible in 
the records. 

In a previous article I have pointed out the 
great affinity that Domino and Ben Brush 
hloods have for each other and the great horses 
that have been produced by this famous cross. 
In order to show this affinity is still as evident 
as of yore and also to prove again by last year’s 
record the remarkable versatility of the blood 
and their ability to “nick” with practically any 
line, I have prepared the following tables:

These three tables show Domino blood entered 
directly through tail male sire, or sire of dam, in 
50 of the 94 stakes winners contained by them, 
as against 43 for Ben Brush and 27 by *Aus- 
tralian. 

All the foregoing facts have served to show 
the remarkable potency of the three American 
lines from the sire side of the pedigree. Let us 
now do a bit of analysis from the distaff side 
of the pedigrees of these stakes horses to see 
just how valuable mares from these American 
lines proved as dams.

These four tables show that Domino blood 
entered directly (through dam by Domino sire, 
or through tail male Domino sire) 43 of the 
62 stakes winners contained in them, as against 
28 for Ben Brush and 17 for *Australian. It 
isn’t exactly hard to see what Domino-bred 
mares are worth in the stud. 


All these facts plainly show that the three 


great American lines contain within their pres- 
ent resources ample means for the production 
of the highest type of Thoroughbred both as a 


racing tool and at stud, and are independent of 
rank out-crosses for success; and at the same 
time show how absolutely dependent all other 
lines and importations are upon access to the 
resources of these American lines in order to 
survive in the struggle for continued existence. 

It is also plainly evident that Domino blood 
has established its supremacy among these three 
nonpareils among bloodlines. It is also conceded 
to be without peer in the possession and produc- 
tion of that prime requisite of modern racing, 
speed. 

The great number of importations for stud 
duty of full and half-brothers of the great and 
near great race horses of Europe have mainly 
been of little value in the immediate production 
of stakes horses; and it seems high time that 
American breeders were recognizing the fact. 
The few really great horses imported have, on 
the other hand, been productive of great results, 
but in almost every case only through alliances 
with one or the other of the three great Ameri- 
can lines. 

All the world is talking about the deeds of 
Gallant Fox, greatest 3-year-old winner of 1930, 
and his imported sire, *Sir Gallahad III, has 
reached the top of the American sire list for 
1930. He was sire of six stakes winners last 
year, two of which were out of Celt mares, great 
granddaughters of Domino. Gallant Fox’s dam, 
Marguerite, by Celt, must also be given credit 
for a part of her son’s greatness, because she 
had already proved her potency in producing two 
years earlier the stakes horse Petee-Wrack, per- 
haps the best son of *Wrack, which has had a 
long stud career and is the sire of Single Foot 
and Blazes. *Sir Gallahad III comes of the line 
of Bend Or, which as noted by me in my last 
year’s article on this subject, has been, next to 
Ben Brush blood, the most successfully nicked 
with Domino. 

The champion 2-year-old of 1930 is Equipoise, 
by Pennant, a great great grandson of Domino, 
and he had for his dam Swinging, by Broom- 
stick, son of Ben Brush. Of the ten biggest 2- 
year-old money winners, of 1930, Equipoise, 
Jamestown, Epithet, Mate, Don Leon, Vander 
Pool, Twenty Grand, Tambour, Siskin and Baba 
Kenny, three were by Domino sires, one by a 
Ben Brush sire and seven of the number car- 
ried the blood of one or more of the great Amer- 
ican sire lines. 

ft necessarily follows that if you are so for- 


tunate as to have your stud made up of mares 
belonging to one or the other of these American 
lines, you can turn to a brilliant array of sires 
of the other two lines as most fitting mates for 
them, with “Old Man Percentage” looking smil- 
ingly on. If your stud is full of mares from 
other lines and imported stock, you can depend 
upon it, that you will never be a “howling suc- 
cess” as a breeder, unless you choose as mates 
for them, sires from one of the three great 
American lines.

ODDS AND ENDS

HE consistency of the good plater, Eil-Weir, 

has served to attract much attention to his 
sire, Actuary, which horse, now 11 years old, is 
holding court at the beautiful Shady Brook 
Farm, near Louisville, Ky., of his owner, Theo- 
dore E. Mueller. A writer on The Morning Tele- 
graph (New York), who signs himself “Cen- 
taur,” recently belted out a yarn about Actuary 
to which Kentucky scribes are taking strenuous 
exceptions. “Centaur” thoughtlessly referred to 
Shady Brook Farm as a “remote farm,” etc. 
Very obviously “Centaur” thought that Actuary 
had been relegated to some “scrap heap.” That 
he was mistaken he is being informed from 
many sources. 

Shady Brook Farm happens to be one of the 
finest in Kentucky and its owner, a member of 
The Kentucky State Racing Commission and 
president of The Standard Sanitary Manufactur- 
ing Company, has spent many thousands of dol- 
lars in making it so. Mr. Mueller is the sort 
of sportsman who can afford to and does fre- 
quently divide the entire amount of a purse or 
stakes won by one of his horses between those 
connected with his racing stable. He has a smile 
for everybody and his racing and breeding in- 
terests are maintained solely for diversion’s sake. 
So Actuary is anything but a “scrapped”’ sire. 

Judge him by any standard you prefer, Actu- 
ary is no lowly sort of sire. His individuality, 
racing record and stud record speak nothing un- 
favorable. Admittedly, he hasn’t had the best 
of chances. The mares he has been given access 
to are nothing to rave over. They are for the 
most part mares which carried the all white 
silks of Mr. Mueller and weren't selected primari- 
ly for the purpose of being mated with Actuary. 
Most everything of racing age he has sired is a 
winner. 

He is own brother to Marjorie Hynes and 
Coyne, is a record holder himself, and is a son 
of Dick Finnell, sire of many stakes winners, in- 
cluding Westy Hogan. On the distaff side, 
Actuary goes back to an own sister to Modesty, 
only mare to win the famous American Derby 
and ancestress to Regret, Thunderer, etc. It is 
the Maggie B. B. family, one of the best in the 
book. On top of this he has a cross to Hanover. 
There is little question that if Mr. Mueller had 
the inclination he could round up a band of 
suitable mates for his stallion and in a few sea- 
sons Actuary would attain high ranking as a 
sire. 

OSCOE GOOSE thinks Empire may stand 

training this season. Empire, you will re- 
call, or else you won't, is the colt that showed 
so much speed in his morning trials around 
Churchill Downs oval last spring and went wrong 
just when it was thought that he had “found 
himself.”” He is own brother to the speedy Re- 
public, unbeaten as a 2-year-old. Empire is 
owned by the racing firm of Laffoon & Yeiser, 
two of Roscoe’s half-dozen employers. 

Empire's limb infirmities are a sort of “family 
affair.” His brother also was troubled much by 
his underpinning, as was his sire, Busy American, 
and his grandsire, *North Star III. This line is 
a great purveyor of speed. Given something to 
run on it would be much more prominent. Won- 
der what kind of a record Bubbling Over would 
have established had he been blessed with under- 
pinning such as, say Sarazen’s? His racing 


career was brilliant, but brief. However, in his 
three starts as a 3-year-old, Bubbling Over 
proved one of the true “flying machine’”’ type. 
It is doubtful if horses like Reigh Count, Victo- 
rian, Crusader, Misstep and Gallant Fox could 
have extended him. 

HE editorial in last week's edition of THE 

BLOOD-HORSE pointed out the folly of wager- 
ing in the winter books on the Derby, Preakness, 
Agua Caliente Handicap and other fixtures 
around which the futures are made is something 
that should be preached all over the land. Good 
advice and all horse-players should heed it. It’s 
better than 10 to 1 right now that one cannot 
even name a starter in any of the above-men- 
tioned events. 

That portion of the public that likes to have 
a bet down on a favorite is notoriously unmind- 
ful of the advantage taken by the winter-book 
operators. The average bettor merely gives one 
that mind-your-own-business look when cautioned 
about the delicacy of the Thoroughbred family 
and the risks they are going against in making 
a wager on so uncertain a thing as a horse race 
months in advance of its running. Those race 
fans who essentially are gamblers, and they are 
in the vast majority, will bet though, and the fact 
that they are taking all the worst of the odds 
doesn’t in the least deter them. Once the bug 
has bitten them, they are past reasoning. Even 
those who, through bitter experience, know that 
betting in the winter-books is a fool’s game go 
back for another helping of “bad luck” each 
spring, providing, of course, they can get the 
wherewithal. There’s no cure for ’em and it is 
through this type of horse-player that the game 
gets a black eye. 

* * * 

HA! Here we have a new “winter sensation” 

in the manufacturing. Several writers have 
fallen into the habit of surrounding a handy 3- 
year-old performing at the winter tracks with a 
lot of ballyhoo each winter and apparently we 
aren’t to be spared in this good year. The bunk 
now has it that Spanish Play, a gelded son of 
*Spanish Prince II, which flies the colors of G. 
H. “Paddy”’ Knebelkamp, he of the Irish wit. 
is a Derby horse. Consistent animal with a 
dash of speed, but he has a lot of developing to 
do before he can be given a look in in calcula- 
tions anent the Kentucky Derby, the race we are 
given to understand each winter that some racer 
performing down South is going to win. Might 
be successful in the Louisiana Derby, but that’s 
another race by any yardstick. Black Golds are 
few and far between.

The 
iron son of Fair Play and Cicuta, by *Nassovian, 
will have every chance to distinguish himself as 
another successful stallion.of the Fair Play line.

HIALEAH PARK OPENS. 


IHHURSDAY, January 15, the Miami Racing 

Association opened its 45-day meeting with 
a quick switch from oral to “certificate” betting. 
The certificate offices had been hurriedly ar- 
ranged in the last two days before the meeting 
opened, the report having gone out that the at- 
torney general, Fred H. Davis, had declared cer- 
tificate betting to be legal in Florida. The day 
the meeting started the attorney general an- 
nounced that he had said no such thing. Cer- 
tificate betting is still going on. The take is 7 
per cent, breakage to the nickel. 

Weather made the guests uncomfortable, but 
the opening was auspicious. Society was in the 
clubhouse, a fair crowd on the lawn, and famous 
colors on the track. Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s 
Lightning Bolt won the first race. C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Angry, three-quarters brother to Diavolo, 
won the Inaugural Handicap. H. R. Riley, lead- 
ing jockey of last year, had a mount for the 
Greentree Stable in the second race and finished 
second. In the fifth race he was on Prince 
Tokalon, favorite, and threw the purse away by 
riding too confidently in the stretch and getting 
his mount nosed out by Begorra. Jefferson Davis 
Cohn, French breeder and owner, and Steve 
Donoghue, famous English rider, were among 
the guests. Others were John J. Raskob, Mrs. 
Payne Whitney, John Hay Whitney, Ed Howe 
(Kansas editor), William Green (president 
American Federation of Labor). John Lowe, 
who has taken over a few of the C. V. Whitney 
horses to train for the winter, started two horses 
last week for Mr. Whitney, Angry and Gosling, 
and won with both. 

St. John’s, which closed the day before Hialeah 
opened, in all probability lost money on its meet- 
ing. At New Orleans it is known that the Fair 
Grounds is operating with an average daily 
budget deficit of about $6,500. One stakes event, 
the Jack L. Dempsey Memorial Handicap was 
run there last week and was won by George Col- 
lins’ good mare Patricia Marian. Alexander 
Pantages won the San Diego Handicap, and Sun 


Mission took the Marianao Handicap at Havana 
Sunday. 


LOUISIANA DERBY VALUE LOWER. 


The Louisiana Derby, to be run March 14 at 
Jefferson Park, will have a value of $7,500 added 
this year, $2,500 less than the usual value of the 
race. The distance is 1 1-8 miles. Nominations 
close Saturday, February 21. 


ALEXANDER PANTAGES SETS RECORD. 


Alexander Pantages has won one stake each 
year for five consecutive years. His 1931 score 
came Sunday, January 18, in the first running 
of the San Diego Handicap ($7,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Agua Caliente. 
In a field of nine, Alexander Pantages was the 
last to leave the post. Jockey W. Johns pulled 
him over to the rail and saved ground on the first 
turn. He moved up near the leaders in the back- 
stretch, was shut off at the second turn and went 
around his field, proving himself much the best, 
and winning by three and a half lengths from the 
Audley Farm's Knight’s Call (102). Mrs. J. N. 
Crofton’s Up (100) was third and W. R. Coe’s 
Caruso (118) fourth. Baron Long’s Ervast (110), 
favorite, failed miserably after setting a fast 
early pace. Others in the field were Good and

The race, run in 
the memory of the late Turf writer, resulted in 
a surprising victory for George Collins’ 7-year- 
old mare. Patricia Marian (10615), which found 
the muddy track to her liking and came home 
with an advantage of a length and a half over 
S. W. Labrot’s Rocket Glare (98), with Mrs. H. 
Pyne’s Storm (102) and L. M. Severson’s fast- 
closing Paul Bunyan (118) fourth.

Angry did not race at two. At three he had 
four wins, one second, four thirds in 17 starts. 
He was disqualified after finishing first in the 
Seneca Claiming Stakes at Saratoga last year. 
He became a stakes winner with his first start 
of 1931. Vexatious did not start at two. Out 
of four starts at three she won the Alabama 
Stakes and Lawrence Realization. She was bred 
successfully to Broomstick, Whisk Broom II and 
John P. Grier. Diavolo (Tremont Stakes, Dixie, 
Brookdale, Saratoga, Bowie and Pimlico Cup 
Handicaps and Saratoga and Jockey Club Gold 
Cups) is the most noted of her produce. Other 
winners are Acrostic, by Broomstick, and Kinka- 
jou, by Whisk Broom II. Contrary was a win- 
ner and produced the winners Moody (Flash 
Stakes) and Ornery, dam of Pander Pete and 
Onup.

A STRANGE PEDIGREE. 

An unusual outcropping of speed, reminiscent 
of Wise Counsellor, is to be seen in the perform- 
ances and pedigree of Nevada Queen, a 2-year- 
old filly bred, owned and trained by “Wild 
Horse” Charles Farrell, of Nevada. In two starts 
at Agua Caliente the filly has set two track 
records. Her first race was on January 7. She 
ran two furlongs on a slow track in 22.92 sec- 
onds, winning by eight lengths over Bissilla, a 
filly which has since “graduated. January 17 she 
ran three furlongs in 33.90 seconds, chopping a 
tenth of a second from the record and winning 
by six lengths. Her pedigree is most unusual. 
Neither her sire nor her dam ever raced, so far 
as the records show, and both were by the same 
sire, Handout, a grandson of Hanover. The ped- 
igree is full of obscure names, and there is no 
imported horse, nor a first-class horse, in it until 
the fourth generation is reached, though Mont- 
gomery and Handspring were good horses.

The intense inbreeding to Handout 
perhaps has caused Nevada Queen to be a sort 
of throw-back to Hanover. At any rate the 
pedigree may be put down as unique among the 
successful matings of recent years. It is the re- 
sult of what is called tail male inbreeding, or 
line breeding. It has been practiced successfully 
in fowls and in animals other than horses. A 
notable instance is the success attained by McKee 
Brothers in the Defender line of Duroc Jersey 
swine. 


RECEIVING BARN DESTROYED. 


The second fire of the winter at Jefferson 
Park practically destroyed the receiving barn 
late Thursday afternoon, January 15. The loss 


was about $2,500. Sparks from a sandwich shop 
outside the track were blamed for the fire. J. F. 
Jacobson’s filly, Saucy Polly, was in the barn at 
the time the blaze was discovered and was 
burned so badly before she could be removed 
that it was necessary to destroy her. She was 
insured for $1,000. 


HORVATH, FOWLER RULED OFF. 
Christopher J. Fitz Gerald and his associates 
in the stewards’ stand at Oriental Park, Ha- 
vana, last week ruled off the turf two jockeys, 
K. Horvath and G. Fowler, “for practices detri- 
mental to the Turf.” F. Fowler, a brother of 
the jockey, was barred from the track. Trainer 
K. Ramsey also lost his license.

A LETTER FROM MR. JOYNER 


SUMMARY of the leading horses of 1930, 

published in the editorial columns of THE 
B.Loop-HoRSE, and some paragraphs contributed 
by Old Rosebud have stirred A. J. Joyner to the 
defense of Jamestown. Mr. Joyner’s letter will 
be read with interest, for he is, by years and ex- 
perience, the dean of American trainers, and he 
is just now directing the training of one of the 
best young horses of the century. It might be 
explained here that TiiE BLOOD-HORSE, in sum- 
marizing the arguments as to whether James- 
town or Equipoise was the better horse, had no 
intention of taking sides, but was merely stat- 
ing briefly the points that might be made in 
favor of each. Mr. Joyner speaks high praise 
of the son of St. James and Mlle. Dazie, and not 
only Mr. Joyner and Mr. Widener, but the whole 
American Turf, are to be congratulated that he 
is sound and well and able to carry on the re- 
markable campaign which he began last sum- 
mer. Jamestown, according to present plans, 
will make his first start of the year at the 
Belmont Park spring meeting. Mr. Joyner’s 
letter follows:

I do not intend to get into any contro- 
versy over the merits of Equipoise and James- 
town. Neither do I question any one’s opinion. Iam 
simply defending the name of one of the best 
horses a jockey ever threw a leg over, one who 
has met all comers and in success as well as de- 
feat has never had any regrets or offered any 
excuses. I have read your article in last issue 
regarding horses of the year. I find I must take 
exceptions to two or three paragraphs. 

You give Jamestown half-hearted credit for de- 
feating Equipoise, and only under adverse condi- 
tions. For the first race, The Special, you say Equi- 
poise was suffering from a blind splint. He may 
have been after the race. Three days before The 
Special, in front of a large racing crowd, Equi- 
poise ran a great trial. I timed him in 1:11 4-5, 
other watches timed him in as good as 1:11 2-5. 
All that afternoon his work was in everybody’s 
mouth and, had a vote been taken, 90 per cent 
of them would have voted for Equipoise. Noth- 
ing was said of the splint until two days after 
the race. He was considered such a good thing 
by his astute young trainer that he made his 
largest wager. Equipoise drew number 1 and 
broke running half-length in front of James- 
town, but before they had gone an eighth James- 
town collared him and simply toyed with him to 
win an easy race by two lengths. 

In the Futurity, you say, Equipoise was 
troubled with a lot of interference. I question 
that, as to my observation of the race Equipoise 
was the one horse that had clear sailing. About 
a sixteenth from the finish Jamestown made a 
slight swerve, causing slight blocking of Mate. 
On making this swerve Jamestown lost fully 
half-length and with only 50 or 60 feet to go 
Equipoise was then a neck in front. But by 
one of the greatest and gamest efforts ever put 


up by a horse Jamestown collared him and beat 
him a head going away. It is true Jamestown 
has never run a mile and sixteenth, and he never 
would, nor would any other 2-year-old I thought 
good, as I have been always opposed to 2-year- 
olds racing over three-quarters. 

One of your correspondents has on several oc- 
casions referred to Jamestown as the quitting 
and sprinting type. Did he ever see him or see 
him race? I doubt that anyone has ever seen 
a gamer horse or one that puts more heart in his 
finishes, than Jamestown. May I ask you if there 
ever was a 2-year-old that ran five times in 29 
days carrying from 122 to 130 and had to run 
all his races in at the rate of 1:11 3-5 or better. 
I think not. Your same correspondent has also 
on several occasions criticised the easy time 
Jamestown was given, calling him the glass 
horse or band-box horse. As far back as March 
when I found Jamestown was coming on by 
bounds, I said to Mr. Widener, ‘‘Here is a horse 
of possibilities.” Then Mr. Widener and I de- 
cided upon a series of races for him and that 
decision was carried out to the letter, filling all 
his engagements as mapped out, and he neve. 
side-stepped any of them. Besides, Mr. Widener 
generally retires his best 2-year-old after the 
Belmont Futurity, and I think it has been 2 
little out of place to criticise him, one who races 
his horses simply for the love of the sport. 

Why should not a man run his own property 
when or where he pleases as long as he races 
that horse for the best interest of the Turf and 
the public? And who can say Jamestown was 
not raced that way? In conclusion Jamestown 
has not missed a feed or lost a night’s sleep, nor 
has his “bum leg,” as he is credited with having, 
given him any worry. And this year when I 
think he is ready to meet all his rivals, I am sure 
he will give the public a good run for their 
money. I have no fault to find with anyone ex- 
pressing his opinion, but when one continuously 
ridicules a good horse that took no quarter from 
anyone, he should at least be fair. And remem- 
ber, opinions die, records live on.

*SIR GALLAHAD IIIS FIRST 1931 FOAL. 


The first foal of the year claiming for sire *Sir 
Gallahad III, leading sire of 1930, arrived Janu- 
ary 11 at the Claiborne Stud of Arthur B. Han- 
cock in Bourbon County, Kentucky. It is a 
brown colt out of *Whizz Bang, by Sunstar. The 
next day the first foal by the young horse Mino- 
taur arrived. It was a chestnut colt out of Pris- 
mar, owned by Val Crane. It was not generally 
known that Minotaur had seen stud service last 
year. He was in training early in the season 
and was a stakes winner at Jamaica’s spring 
meeting. 


FOR SALE AT SCOTLAND FARM. 


Cc. W. Hay, general manager of the Washing- 
ton Park Jockey Club and owner of Scotland 
Farm in Franklin County, Kentucky, has an- 
nounced that he has for sale two of his three 
stallions and any 15 of his 25 broodmares in 
foal. Thirteen mares are carrying to Sir Peter, 
10 to *Paicines and two to American Flag. The 
stallions are *Paicines, bay, 1914, by Sunstar— 
*Dreamy II, by Persimmon; Sir Peter, bay or 
brown, 1924, by *Paicines—Souvenir, by Dick 
Welles, and Judge Hay, bay, 1926, by Peter Pan

INTERESTING COMMENT. 


The following bits of interesting comment are 
culled from “Mankato’s” column in The Sporting 
Chronicle (Manchester) : 


“The Isonomy tribe is now practically confined to 
the descendants of Isinglass, John o’ Gaunt, and Swyn- 
ford. Nor is this surprising, for John o’ Gaunt was out 
of La Fleche and Swynford was from Canterbury Pil- 
grim, a daughter of Pilgrimage.” 

“John Osborne has told me that for combined speed 
and stamina Vedette was the best horse he ever rode.” 

“Vedette was not only a fine performer, but he was 
the founder of the lines of Galopin and Speculum, and 
those horses and their male line scions have been at 
the head of the winning sires on 22 occasions since 
and including 1878. The proportion is Galopin 19 and 
Speculum three. The most prominent member last 
season of the Galopin-St. Simon group was *Prince 
Palatine’s son Prince Galahad, who went to the stud 
in 1922.” 

“The descendants of Sundridge are much more nerv- 
ous than the descendants of Santoi.” 

“Golden Sun, notwithstanding his 21 years, is still 
very fresh and well preserved.” 

“It has been claimed that Abbots Trace would have 
won the Derby in 1920 if he had not been knocked 
over by Sarchedon. That is far from true. Abbots 
Trace was a good, game little horse, but no great 
stayer, and he was beaten to the point of exhaustion 
—a rare event in a flat-racer—when Sarchedon inter- 
fered with him, and he collapsed.” 


HOT NIGHT TO ARGENTINE. 


E. E. Coussell, of the British Bloodstock Agen- 
cy, has informed “Mankato,” of The Sporting 
Chronicle (Manchester), that negotiations have 
been in progress for some time concerning the 
sale of Hot Night, son of Gay Crusader, and that 
the horse probably will be sent to the Argentine 
early in April. For that reason no arrange- 
ments have been made for his standing in Eng- 
land this season. 


HOUSTON DESTROYS TEN MARES. 


Joe Houston, Kentucky breeder, whose farm is 
near Muir, north of Lexington, has eliminated ten 
mares during the last three months. He stated 
in THE BLOOD-HORSE office last Saturday that he 


has informed The Jockey Club’s registry office 
that he has destroyed Cisalpine, Grace Dixon, 
Honey Mine, Horizon, *Lady Minta, *Orlo, Rock 
of Gold, Rose of Roses, Skybeam and Trappean, 
and that they be shown as dead in the next issue 
of the American Stud Book.

THE BROTHERS BOSTWICK. 


ESSRS. ALBERT C. AND G. H. (PETE) 

BOSTWICK are riding well in the meetings 
this winter under National Hunt rules, which is 
to say the steeplechase and hurdle events, and 
frequent mention of them is seen in the Eng- 
lish press. They finished first (Albert) and sec- 
ond (Pete) in Amateur Riders’ Hurdle, half- 
length apart. Albert won the Windsor Steeple- 
chase by a comfortable margin on Sunbronze, 
on which occasion The Daily Herald (London) 
said of him: “He has improved in his judg- 
ment of riding since last season, and showed 
plenty of confidence when dealing with the chal- 
lenge of Piggott from the last fence.” On a 
subsequent occasion the same paper’s racing 
correspondent said: “I have before now men- 
tioned how much improvement A. C. Bostwick 
has shown since last season, and he bids fair to 
rival the best we have in this country.” The 
Daily News Chronicle (London) says: “It is 
nearly two years ago since Albert Bostwick rode 
his first winner in England, at Gatwick, and he 
has made great improvement since then. He has 
done it, too, by assiduous application, for on 
every morning he can, he goes to Wroughton to 
ride with Ivor Anthony’s team, and he owes a 
good deal of his improvement to the tutelage of 
that sage horseman.” 


NOT SO BAD. 

We find “Pegasus” saying in The News of The 
World (London): ‘Taking a broad view of Turf 
affairs in general, the conclusion arrived at is 
that there is little, if any, justification for the 
glcomy prophecies of the pessimists. As I read 
the signs and tokens, existing conditions are 
nothing like as bad as they appear to be, and the 
outlook for the future is decidedly encouraging.”

KENTUCKY DERBY CLOSES FEBRUARY 4. 


NTRIES for the six stakes to be run at the 

Spring meeting at Churchill Downs will close 
Wednesday, February 4. Chief of the group is 
the Kentucky Derby, which will be run Sat- 
urday, May 16. The conditions are: 

THE KENTUCKY DERBY. For 3-year-olds. By sub- 
scription of $25 each; $500 additional to start. $50,000 
added, of which $6,000 to second, $3,000 to third, $1,000 
to fourth. Acceptances to be named through the entry 
box the day before the race at the usual time of closing. 
The owner of the winner to receive a gold trophy. One 
mile and a quarter. 

The other fixed events closing with the Ken- 
tucky Derby are the Debutante Stakes, for 2- 
year-old fillies; Bashford Manor Stakes, for 2- 
year-old colts and geldings; Kentucky Oaks, for 
3-year-old fillies; Clark Handicap and Grainger 
Memorial Handicap, for 3-year-olds and up. 
Stakes blanks are now available. 


JOSEPH E. WIDENER 2-YEAR-OLDS. 

Twenty-three 2-year-olds, eight of them by the 
dead sire Fair Play, are to bear the colors of 
Joseph E. Widener in the racing of 1931, and 
they probably will be the main dependence of 
the stable. Of the eight or ten older horses 
which are to be trained this year, more than 
half are doubtful racing propositions. Osmand 
is old and has a bowed tendon. Curate and 
Priory have bad ankles and the 3-year-olds 
Novelist and Priory have bad knees. 

Trainer Henry McDaniel is wintering the Wide- 
ner horses at Elmendorf, the Fayette county 
estate of the president of the Westchester Rac- 
ing Association. This is a departure from the 
stable’s custom. About the middle of March 
Trainer McDaniel will take his racing string to 
Belmont Park. A few of the 2-year-olds have 
already been sent to Hialeah Park at Miami. 
These include Fairest and Sideshow. Disappear- 
ance, a grey filly by *Stefan the Great-—Bendita, 
was among those sent to Hialeah, but she died 
there about the end of the year. 

Names for the 2-year-olds have been granted 
by the Jockey Club. They are a nobly bred lot. 
Osmand’s half-brother is called Robinson Crusoe, 
Scimitar’s is Briquet. Wayabout is three-quar- 
ters brother to Marine. Robinson Crusoe suf- 
fered an injury in a fall at the farm recently 
but is recovering rapidly. Integrity, one of the 
three colts by Fair Play, is a deep-bodied, clean- 
limbed chestnut, one of the best-looking 2-year- 
olds.

LEGISLATION 


AID IS REQUIRED IN MISSOURI. 


HROUGHOUT Missouri, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
hears from Melvin D. Fulcher, former Ken- 
tucky newspaper man, a strong favorable senti- 
ment has developed for the adoption by the pres- 
ent legislature of a measure to provide horse 
racing under control of a State Racing Commis- 
sion and to be managed by associations licensed 
by the Commission, the money from license 
taxes to be devoted largely to perpetuation of 
annual fairs in various counties of the State, 
many of which have not been able to function 
during the last several years because of lack of 
funds. 
In St. Louis and Kansas City there always has 


been a strong sentiment for racing, but it was‘ 


not so in the rural sections generally until the 
Missouri Association of Horsemen, organized in 
1925, with membership of persons interested in 
various breeds of horses, became active in a 
concerted movement for the better enlighten- 
ment of the people. 

If the bill passes it means another State will 
be open for Thoroughbred racing. While ap- 
proval of the proposed measure has been spon- 
taneous in many quarters, the fact is at this 
time, according to W. Rufus Jackson, executive 
secretary of the Missouri Association of Horse- 
men, that funds needed for the proper and per- 
fectly legitimate advancement of this legislation 
have been contributed by a few interested and 
liberal sportsmen in Missouri. They have been 
carrying all of the burden. 

“We will need money to carry out the full pro- 
gram which we think is necessary if we are to 
be successful,”” said Mr. Jackson at St. Louis re- 
cently. “And, while we are not making and 
scare-head appeal to Thoroughbred horsemen 
for any financial assistance, it can be stated, 
however, that any material help in the way of 
contributions at this time will greatly lessen the 
load on a few of us and be mighty acceptable. 
Also, any funds thus contributed to our cause 
and likewise the cause of other horsemen will be 
meticulously accounted for and will be devoted 
only to necessary and legitimate expense.” 

The headquarters of the Missouri Association 
of Horsemen is Suite 1508, Federal Commerce 
Trust Building, St. Louis, Mo., and communica- 
tions can be addressed to W. Rufus Jackson, ex- 
ecutive secretary, who will furnish the names of 
other officers and advisers if required. 


INDIANA’S PARI-MUTUEL BILL. 


A bill much like the racing measure under 
consideration in Missouri is now before the 
House of Representatives of Indiana. It was in- 
troduced January 16 by Representative Charles 
Allardt, Democrat, of South Bend, and is un- 
derstood to have the approval of E. J. Barker, 
secretary of agriculture, and other members of 
the State Board of Agriculture. The bill provides 
that each track would pay to the State a flat 
sum of $2,500 for each day’s racing, besides 20 
cents on each admission ticket. The tracks would 
be allowed 615 per cent of the pari-mutuel 
turnover. Commissions in excess of that would 
be paid to the State. The State’s receipts from 
racing would be devoted to fairs.

BLACK TONEY won 7 races, including the Valuation Stakes, at two years old; at three won the Inde- 
pendence Handicap, 1 3-16 miles, a handicap at 1 1-8 miles in 1:50 1-5, another race at 1 1-16 miles; was 
a winner at four and at five was retired to the stud. BLACK TONEY was ninth in the list of leading sires 
in 1928; sixth in 1924; fifteenth in 1925; twelfth in 1926; twelfth in 1927; twenty-third in 1928, and 
eighteenth in 1929.

BLACK SERVANT, a high-class race horse, with dazzling speea, and the ability to carry on over a route, 
as a 2-year-old won at 4 furlongs in 0:48; at 5% furlongs in 1:06 4-5; was second in the Cincinnati Trophy 
and third in the United States Hotel Stakes, the 6 furlongs being run in 1:11 4-5. BLACK SERVANT at 
three won the Blue Grass Stakes, Proctor Knott Handicap, Thoroughbred Record Handicap, and a purse 
race; was beaten a head by his stablemate, Behave Yourself, for the Kentucky Derby; second to Grey Lag 
in Devonshire International; second to Sporting Blood in Latonia Championship, second to H. E. Coleman 
in Twin City Handicap. He was not raced at 4, but was a winner at 5. BLACK SERVANT was seventh 
in the list of winning sires in 1929. .

BLUE LARKSPUR, one of America’s most brilliant race horses, stands third in the list of great money- 
winning horses, with a total of $272,070 to his credit, Zev and Gallant Fox only being ahead of him in 
earnings. BLUE LARKSPUR won 10 races in 16 starts, was thrice second and once third. At two years 
old he won the National Stallion Stakes, Saratoga Special and Juvenile Stakes, was second to Jack High in 
the Hopeful; only out of the money in the Futurity, in which race he was injured. At three he won the 
first time out, defeating Clyde Van Dusen at 1 1-16 miles. He finished fourth in the Kentucky Derby won 
by Clyde Van Dusen; won the Withers, Belmont and American Classic Stakes and was second to Grey 
Coat in the Dwyer Stakes. At four he started three times, his first out being second to Fair Ball in a 
purse race, and then winning the Stars and Stripes Handicap and Arlington Cup. He bowed a tendon while 
at exercise at Arlington Park and this caused his retirement from racing. BLUE LARKSPUR’S dam, 
Blossom Time, won the Pimlico Futurity, Brilliance and Consolation Stakes, is also the dam of the stakes 
winner Bradley’s Peggy, and is half-sister to Broadway Jones, Miss Jemima, Befuddle, Beelzebub, and 
Banker Brown, winner for eight seasons. He comes from a stout and winning line of dams.

*NORTH STAR III. won the Barton Mills Nursery and Middle Park Plate at Newmarket and $16,875 as a 
2-year-old in England.

In 1924 he was sixteenth; in 1925, fourteenth; in 1926, second to Man o’ War; in 1927, fifteenth; in 1928, 
fifty-first; in 1929, twenty-third.

BUBBLING OVER’S first get are foals of 1928 and from 
them he has the wit.ers Chouette (Colorado Stakes), Bubbling Out, Bubola, Over Shady, Boiling, Laugh- 
ing Boy and Boys Howdy.
